After  exploring  possi¬ 
ble  expansion  sites  in  their 
current  neighborhood 
without  success,  South 
Cove  Manor  looked  to 
surrounding  communities 
for  alternatives.  Quincy’s 
accessibility,  shops  and 
amenities  for  staff  and 
families,  available  space 
suitable  for  building,  and 
growing  Asian  population 
made  the  city  attractive  to 
the  project  organizers. 

With  this  move,  about 
200  jobs  will  be  in  Quin¬ 
cy.  In  addition,  some  225 
construction  and  related 


jobs  will  be  generated 
during  the  building  phase. 

Financing  for  the 
project  is  being  provided 
through  a  $19  million 
bond  from  MassDevelop- 
ment,  the  state’s  econom¬ 
ic  development  finance 
agency,  as  well  as  financ¬ 
ing  from  Cambridge  Sav¬ 
ings,  US  Bancorp  and  the 
Massachusetts  Housing 
Investment  Corporation. 
Suffolk  Construction  has 
been  named  to  build  the 
new  facility. 

The  project  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  completed  in 


early  2014. 

Since  its  founding  in 
1985,  South  Cove  Manor 
has  averaged  more  than 
99  percent  occupancy, 
and  has  received  the  high¬ 
est  five-star  quality  rating 
from  the  federal  Centers 
for  Medicare  and  Medic¬ 
aid,  17  out  of  19  deficien¬ 
cy-free  ratings  from  the 
Massachusetts  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Health, 
and  has  been  listed  in 
the  U.S.  News  &  World 
Reports  as  one  of  the  na¬ 
tion’s  best  nursing  homes.

Chinese  American  wins  Mass. 
Seniors  Holiday  Art  Contest

The  Boston  China¬ 
town  Resident  Associa¬ 
tion  met  for  a  safety  pre¬ 
sentation  and  community 
development  talk  on  Dec. 
5  at  the  Josiah  Quincy 
Lower  School. 

'  Capt.  Tom  Lee  and 
Sgt.  Tom  Lema  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department 
warned  residents  about 
robberies  involving  gold 
jewelry  and  smartphones. 
“The  No.  1  item  we  have 
stolen  downtown  is  the 
iPhone,”  Lee  said. 

Lee  told  residents  not 
to  leave  holiday  packages 
and  valuables  in  their  cars, 
as  cars  may  get  broken 
into.  He  also  urged  citi¬ 
zens  to  call  911  anytime 
for  the  police. 


“We  have  interpreters 
that  work  at  9 1 1  who  speak 
Chinese  and  its  dialects,” 
Lee  said.  “Many  people 
wait  to  bring  their  English- 
speaking  son  or  daughter 
to  report  a  crime  and  when 
they  say  it  happened  yester¬ 
day,  it’s  too  late.” 

The  officers  com¬ 
mended  the  Chinatown 
neighborhood  crime 
watch  for  its  efforts,  led 
by  Michael  Wong  of  Lun 
Fat  Produce.  “Chinatown 
is  a  very  safe  neighbor¬ 
hood,”  Lee  said. 

J.  Wing  Lee,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Section  8  Tenants, 
warned  about  Chinese 
scams.  The  criminals  usu¬ 
ally  work  in  gangs  and  en¬ 
gage  people  in  Chinese  by 


asking  for  directions.  One 
or  more  people  will  join 
the  conversation  and  con¬ 
vince  victims  to  give  up 
their  valuables  or  savings. 

“If  you  don’t  know 
them,  don’t  talk  to  them,” 
Lee  of  Section  8  Tenants 
said.  “If  they  talk  about 
your  son  being  in  danger, 
don’t  listen.” 

Chairman  Henry  Yee 
passed  around  a  peti¬ 
tion  to  oppose  the  China 
Pearl’s  plans  for  a  lounge 
on  its  fourth  floor.  “We 
have  collected  more  than 
100  signatures  so  far,”  he 
said.  The  proposal  was 
brought  before  the  Chi¬ 
natown  Safety  Committee 
on  Sept.  17  with  no  action 
taken.

Chinatown  Safety  Committee 
reviews  ‘supper  club’  proposal

The  Chinatown  Safe¬ 
ty  Committee  held  its 
monthly  meeting  on  Dec. 
5  at  the  Doubletree  Hotel. 

Local  businessman 
Sam  Sokol  presented  his 
plans  for  a  supper  club  a 
second  time.  Located  at 
533  Washington  Street, 
the  site  of  the  proposed 
Adams  House  was  for¬ 
merly  the  Felt  Boston 
nightclub.  The  location 
used  to  be  the  Adams 
House  Hotel  from  1 846  to 
1930,  which  was  rebuilt 
as  the  Adams  House  Res¬ 
taurant  in  1936  until  clos¬ 
ing  in  the  1980s. 

Committee  chairman 
Bill  Moy  raised  concerns 
about  the  2  a.m.  closing 
time,  dancing  and  parking 
in  the  area.  “We’re  gun- 
shy,”  he  said.  “Felt  came 
in  as  a  restaurant,  but  it 
was  all  dancing.  Then 
gang-bangers  came  in  and 
disturbed  Chinatown.” 

Other  committee 
members  mentioned  noise 
disturbing  the  community. 
“Noise  is  a  major  concern 
for  residents  —  not  from 
venue  but  from  people 


leaving  late  at  night  and 
horns  beeping,”  said  Capt. 
Tom  Lee,  Boston  Police 
Department. 

No  motion  was  made 
on  the  proposal.  Moy  told 
Sokol  to  meet  with  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  first  and  post¬ 
poned  discussion  until  the 
next  meeting  on  Jan.  2. 

Crime  report 

Crime  statistics  for  the 
past  30  days  were  present¬ 
ed  by  Lee.  Three  robber¬ 
ies  occurred  in  the  area. 
One  incident  on  Nov. 
28  involved  a  15-year- 
old  walking  home  from 
school,  who  was  held  at 
knifepoint  by  four  males. 
They  stole  his  phone  and 
MP3  player.  The  authori¬ 
ties  are  reviewing  sur¬ 
veillance  video  to  see  if 
the  same  group  is  behind 
other  robberies. 

Another  incident  on 
6 1 6  Washington  Street 
involved  a  man  who  was 
robbed  of  SI 00  by  four 
females  from  a  chaper¬ 
one  service  he  ordered  for 
$700,  Lee  said.  A  third 


robbery  took  place  at  Bi¬ 
jou  on  51  Stewart  Street, 
when  a  woman  came  out 
of  the  club  and  had  her 
Apple  iPhone  grabbed  by 
another  woman.  Of  the 
37  robberies  reported  in 
the  downtown  area,  2 1 
involved  either  iPhones  or 
Samsung  Galaxy  smart¬ 
phones. 

“If  you’re  not  com¬ 
fortable  pulling  cash  out 
in  street,  don’t  pull  out 
your  phone,”  Lee  said.

Award-winning  play¬ 
wright  David  Henry 
Hwang  spoke  about 
Asian  Americans  and  the 
creative  process  at  the 
Wheelock  Family  The¬ 
ater  on  Dec.  8.  The  “On¬ 
stage  with  David  Henry 
Hwang”  event  was  hosted 
by  ATASK,  a  provider  of 
services  for  Asian  fami¬ 
lies  affected  by  domestic 
violence.  The  event  was 
emceed  by  WGBH  report¬ 
er  Jared  Bowen. 

ATASK  president  Lin¬ 
da  Chin  and  community 
activist  Leverett  Wing 


welcomed  Hwang.  “He  is 
so  inspirational  to  young 
people,”  Chin  said. 

Wing  showed  an  article 
on  Hwang  he  saved  from 
the  January -February  1982 
edition  of  the  Sampan. 

Hwang  discussed 
his  evolution  as  a  writer 
and  the  changing  role  of 
Asians.  “A  few  things 
have  changed  radically 
since  I  was  a  kid.  Asians 
were  the  stereotype  for 
the  poor  lobby  man.  Now 
we  are  making  too  much 
money,  have  too  much  in¬ 
fluence  and  raise  the  math 


scores.  The  other  thing  is 
the  centrality  of  China  in 
the  mainstream  American 
consciousness.” 

Hwang’s  exploration 
of  his  Chinese  roots  are 
recurring  themes  in  his 
work.  “I  happen  to  be 
Asian  American,  so  the 
stories  I  write  end  up  in 
that  story  world,”  he  said. 
“When  things  interest  us 
as  artists,  they  interest 
other  people.  Sometimes 
they  don’t,  but  it’s  not  the 
goal  for  other  people  to 
like  it.” 

His  2011  play  “Ching- 


lish”  is  written  one-third 
in  Chinese,  for  which 
he  got  help  from  a  Hong 
Kong  playwright.  “I  do 
not  speak  Chinese,  for 
all  intents  and  purposes,” 
Hwang  said. 

However,  Hwang  un¬ 
derstands  enough  Manda¬ 
rin  to  play  with  it  He  knew 
enough  to  play  with  “I  love 
you”  in  “Chinglish.” 

Writing  is  intensely 
personal  for  Hwang.  “You 
should  just  write  what’s 
'  interesting  to  you,”  he 
said.  “Write  what  you  like 
and  explore  some  issues. 


questions  or  emotions  you 
need  to  explore.  If  you  do, 
you’ve  already  succeeded 
for  the  experience.”

‘Chinglish’  comedy  examines 
culture  clash  in  China

“Execution  in  prog¬ 
ress.” 

“Slip  and  fall  down 
carefully.” 

“Keep  off  the  lake.” 

These  are  just  a  few  of 
the  “chinglish”  signs  one 
can  see  in  China.  Tony 
and  Obie  Award-winning 
playwright  David  Henry 
Hwang  of  “M.  Butter¬ 
fly”  brought  his  bilingual, 
culture-clashing  comedy 
“Chinglish”  to  the  Lyric 
Stage  Company  on  Dec.  2. 

In  “Chinglish,”  Amer¬ 
ican  businessman  and 
former  Enron  employee 
Daniel  Cavanaugh  trav¬ 
els  to  Guiyang,  China,  to 
win  a  contract  to  trans¬ 
late  signage  into  English. 
Miscommunication,  both 
in  language  and  culture, 
abounds  when  he  em¬ 
ployed  a  translator  to 
make  his  case  to  a  govern¬ 
ment  minister.  The  drama 
mixes  romance,  manipu¬ 
lated  truth  and  morality 
under  cultural  misunder¬ 
standing. 

Celeste  Oliva  played 
Chinese  woman  Xi  Yan, 
who  falls  in  love  with  the 
American  businessman 
and  tries  to  balance  her 


public  and  private  self. 

Hwang  was  bom  in 
California  to  a  father  from 
Shanghai  and  a  mother 
from  the  Philippines.  He 
got  the  idea  for  ‘‘Ching¬ 
lish”  when  he  traveled  to 
China,  encountering  an 
abundance  of  funny  sig¬ 
nage. 

“Most  audiences  are 
non-Chinese  speakers. 
But  humor,  human  be¬ 
havior,  human  relation¬ 
ships  are  universal.  That’s 
a  wonderful  thing  about 
art,”  said  Chen  Tang,  who 
performed  in  the  play.  “I 
think  David  Henry  Hwang 
wants  to  give  characters 
the  dignity  of  their  own 
language.” 

Chen  was  raised  in 
Memphis,  Term.  He  was 


living  in  New  York  when 
“Chinglish”  first  played 
on  Broadway. 

“I  enjoyed  it.  The  Lyr¬ 
ic  Stage  said  they  had  me 
on  file,  they  emailed  me  to 
ask  if  I  wanted  to  audition 
for  it,  then  I  got  it,”  Chen 
said. 

Chen  said,  “I  couldn’t 
stop  thinking  of  the  char¬ 
acter  of  the  main  woman. 
She  reminds  me  of  my 
mom.  Even  just  the  ex¬ 
pression,  the  lines  you  can 
tell  they  are  written  in  a 
Chinese  way.” 

Barlow  Adamson, 
who  played  Daniel  Ca¬ 
vanaugh  in  “Chinglish,” 
said,  “I  came  to  realize  the 
mistakes  of  the  signs  ... 
they  are  really  poor  trans¬ 
lation.  There  is  a  reminder 
that  we  don’t  really  un¬ 
derstand  each  other  that 
well.” 

America  and  China 
have  misunderstood  one 
another,  reflecting  their 
radically  different  cultures 
and  histories.  “Chinglish” 
expresses  the  misunder¬ 
standing  by  focusing  on 
an  intertwined  love  affair 
and  business  partnership.

This  2012  fact  sheet 
is  the  31st  tobacco-related 
Surgeon  General’s  report 
issued  since  1964.  It  de¬ 
scribes  the  epidemic  of 
tobacco  use  among  youth 
ages  12  through  17  and 
young  adults  ages  18 
through  25,  including  the 
epidemiology,  causes,  and 
health  effects  of  this  tobac¬ 
co  use  and  interventions 
proven  to  prevent  it.  Sci¬ 
entific  evidence  contained 
in  this  report  supports  the 
following  facts: 

•  We  have  made  prog¬ 
ress  in  reducing  tobacco 
use  among  youth;  how¬ 
ever,  far  too  many  young 
people  are  still  using  to¬ 
bacco.  Today,  more  than 
600,000  middle  school 
students  and  3  million 
high  school  students 
smoke  cigarettes.  Rates  of 
decline  for  cigarette  smok¬ 
ing  have  slowed  in  the  last 
decade  and  rates  of  decline 
for  smokeless  tobacco  use 
have  stalled  completely. 

•  Every  day,  more  than 
1 ,200  people  in  this  coun¬ 
try  die  due  to  smoking.  For 
each  of  those  deaths,  at 
least  two  youth  or  young 
adults  become  regular 
smokers  each  day.  Almost 
90  percent  of  replacement 


smokers  smoke  their  first 
cigarette  by  age  18. 

•  There  could  be  3  mil¬ 
lion  fewer  young  smokers 
today  if  success  in  reduc¬ 
ing  youth  tobacco  use  that 
was  made  between  1997 
and  2003  had  been  sus¬ 
tained. 

•  Rates  of  smokeless 
tobacco  use  are  no  longer 
declining,  and  they  appear 
to  be  increasing  among 
some  groups. 

•  Cigars,  especially 
cigarette-sized  cigars,  are 
popular  with  youth.  One 
out  of  five  high  school 
males  smokes  cigars,  and 
cigar  use  appears  to  be 
increasing  among  other 
groups. 

•  Use  of  multiple  to¬ 
bacco  products  —  includ¬ 
ing  cigarettes,  cigars,  and 
smokeless  tobacco  —  is 
common  among  young 
people. 

•  Prevention  efforts 
must  focus  on  young 
adults  ages  1 8  through 
25,  too.  Almost  no  one 
starts  smoking  after  age 
25.  Nearly  nine  out  of  10 
smokers  started  smoking 
by  age  1 8,  and  99  percent 
started  by  age  26.  Progres¬ 
sion  from  occasional  to 
daily  smoking  almost  al¬ 


ways  occurs  by  age  26. 

Tobacco  use  by  youth 
and  young  adults  causes 
both  immediate  and  long¬ 
term  damage.  One  of  the 
most  serious  health  ef¬ 
fects  is  nicotine  addiction, 
which  prolongs  tobacco 
use  and  can  lead  to  severe 
health  consequences.  The 
younger  youth  are  when 
they  start  using  tobacco, 
the  more  likely  they’ll  be 
addicted. 

Early  cardiovascular 
damage  is  seen  in  most 
young  smokers;  those 
most  sensitive  die  very 
young. 

Smoking  reduces  lung 
function  and  retards  lung 
growth.  Teens  who  smoke 
are  not  only  short  of  breath 
today,  they  may  end  up  as 
adults  with  lungs  that  will 
never  grow  to  full  capac¬ 
ity.  Such  damage  is  per¬ 
manent  and  increases  the 
risk  of  chronic  obstructive 
pulmonary  disease. 

Youth  are  sensitive  to 
nicotine  and  can  feel  de¬ 
pendent  earlier  than  adults. 
Because  of  nicotine  ad¬ 
diction,  about  three  out  of 
four  teen  smokers  end  up 
smoking  into  adulthood, 
even  if  they  intend  to  quit 
after  a  few  years.

When  it  comes  to 
finding  a  house,  there  are 
many  options  to  consid¬ 
er.  Identifying  the  ideal 
kind  of  house  helps  you 
find  the  right  place  more 
quickly. 

For  people  who  do 
not  need  a  large  house 
and  do  not  want  to  bother 
with  yard  work,  buying  an 
apartment  may  be  the  best 
option.  A  condominium 
(condo),  townhouse  or 
row  house  is  usually  man¬ 
aged  by  a  professional 
management  company. 
Residents  pay  a  monthly 
condo  fee  to  the  manage¬ 
ment  company  to  take 
care  of  landscaping,  trash 
collection  and  mainte¬ 
nance.  Most  condo  fees 
cover  water  bills,  master 
insurance  and  snow  re¬ 
moval.  Others  may  cover 
heat,  hot  water  and  more, 
depending  on  the  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  owner  and 
trustees. 

Condo  living  offers 
convenience,  although 
communal  living  means 
rubbing  shoulders  with 
neighbors.  A  master  deed 
covers  the  whole  apart¬ 
ment  complex,  with  each 
condo  owner  having  the 
deed  to  their  own  unit. 
The  unit  deed  will  state 
the  percentage  of  owner¬ 
ship.  Mortgage  loan  appli¬ 
cations  will  be  affected  if 
the  owner  occupancy  for 
the  condo  complex  is  less 
than  half  or  more,  depend¬ 
ing  on  the  lender. 

Single-family  homes 

Single-family  homes 
are  designed  for  a  cou¬ 
ple  with  a  few  children, 
meaning  no  extended 
family  such  as  aunts, 
uncles  or  grandparents. 
However,  the  number  of 
bedrooms  will  determine 
how  many  people  can  live 
in  the  house. 

The  deed  for  a  single¬ 
family  house  offers  100 
percent  ownership  for 
complete  control.  Many 
Chinese  homeowners 


plan  to  renovate  their  at¬ 
tics  or  basements  for  more 
room.  This  requires  filing 
an  application  before  con¬ 
struction  takes  place,  with 
construction  plans  subject 
to  city  rules. 

Architectural  styles  of 
building  can  be  confus¬ 
ing.  Most  refer  to  when 
the  house  was  built,  which 
influence  the  home’s  de¬ 
sign.  Below  are  several 
common  houses  in  the 
Northeast. 

Bungalow.  Any  sim¬ 
ple,  single-story  house 
without  a  basement. 

Cape  Cod:  a  New 
England  style  of  house 
from  the  17th  century. 
It  is  characterized  by  a 
low,  broad  frame  build¬ 
ing,  generally  a  story  and 
a  half  high,  with  a  steep 
roof,  large  central  chim¬ 
ney  and  little  ornamenta¬ 
tion. 

Colonial:  These 

homes  typically  include 
steep  roofs,  small  leaded 
glass  windows,  rich  or¬ 
namentation  (in  the  more 
expensive  houses)  and  a 
massive  central  chimney. 
To  maximize  natural  light 
in  northern  climates,  early 
houses  faced  southeast, 
regardless  of  a  building’s 
alignment  to  the  road. 

Georgian:  A  house 
built  in  the  architectural 
styles  from  1720  to  1840, 
when  four  British  mon- 
archs  named  George  ruled 
continuously.  Georgian 
houses  feature  a  central 
front  door,  decorative 
moldings  and  symmetri¬ 
cally  laid-out  rooms. 

Ranch:  A  rambling 
single-story  house,  often 
containing  a  garage  and 
sometimes  constructed 
over  a  basement. 

Tudor:  The  Tudor  ar¬ 
chitectural  style  is  the 
final  development  of  me¬ 
dieval  architecture  during 
the  Tudor  period  (1485- 
1603)  and  beyond.  Build¬ 
ings  have  six  distinc¬ 
tive  features:  Decorative 
half-timbering;  steeply 


pitched  roof;  prominent 
cross  gables;  tall,  narrow 
doors  and  windows;  small 
window  panes;  and  large 
chimneys,  often  topped 
with  decorative  chimney 
pots. 

Victorian:  Any  house 
built  during  the  reign  of 
Queen  Victoria  (1837- 
1901).  Victorian-era 
homes  in  eastern  Ameri¬ 
can  cities  tend  to  be  three 
stories. 

Multifamily  home 

If  you  have  more 
people  in  your  home,  a 
multifamily  house  offers 
more  space.  For  example, 
a  house  could  be  divided 
into  two  halves  with  sepa¬ 
rate  entrances,  allowing 
more  privacy  for  family 
members  or  an  addition¬ 
al  unit  to  rent  out.  For  a 
Chinese  family  with  sev¬ 
eral  generations  under  one 
roof,  a  multifamily  home 
provides  greater  flexibil¬ 
ity  and  more  room  for  ev¬ 
eryone. 

Rental  income'  is  an 
incentive  to  buy  a  mul¬ 
tifamily  home,  as  it  can 
help  offset  mortgage  pay¬ 
ments.  A  large  single-fam¬ 
ily  home  can  be  converted 
into  a  two-  or  three-family 
home,  if  there  is  land  for 
parking  spaces  and  it  is 
in  good  enough  condi¬ 
tion.  For  example,  a  sin¬ 
gle-family  home  could 
be  split  into  two  condos 
and  the  owner  can  sell 
the  condos  separately. 
However,  construction 
for  more  than  four  units 
would  be  classified  as 
an  investment  property, 
which  significantly  affects 
the  mortgage  loan  and 
down  payment.

Bubor  Cha  Cha’s  delicious 
dim  sum  hits  the  spot

Bubor  Cha  Cha  is  in 
the  heart  of  Boston’s  Chi¬ 
natown.  The  restaurant 
features  a  ceiling  with 
;  swirling  clouds  and  tropi¬ 
cal  decor.  Bubor  Cha  Cha 
is  named  after  a  Malaysian 
!  dessert  soup  served  either 
cold  or  hot,  consisting  of 
coconut  milk,  taro,  yam, 
sweet  potatoes  and  com. 

The  menu  serves  great 
Hong  Kong  style  dim  sum 
starting  at  $2.95  a  dish. 
Service  for  yum  cha  start 
at  8:30  a.m. 

The  chrysanthemum 
tea  is  made  from  the  flow¬ 
er’s  petals,  making  it  a 
light  and  refreshing  herbal 
tea.  We  were  handed  two 
menus,  a  smaller  one  list¬ 
ing  different  congee  (rice 
porridge)  options  and  a 
bigger  laminated  photo 
menu  that  diners  can  mark. 
Though  a  smaller  selection 
compared  to  the  bigger  tea 
houses,  Bubor  Cha  Cha 
holds  its  own  in  flavor  with 
seafood  and  meat  options. 

We  enjoyed  No.  19, 
which  was  four  steamed 
shrimp  rice  noodles  in  a 
light  soy  sauce.  The  shrimp 
pieces  were  big  and  fresh 
while  the  noodles  had  a 


nice  soft  consistency. 

Next  came  No.  1, 
the  pork  shrimp  “siu¬ 
mai”  or  open-faced  pork 
and  shrimp  dumplings. 
Then  the  “har  gao,”  aka 
No.  2  shrimp  dumplings, 
were  filled  with  gener¬ 
ous  amounts  of  succulent 
shrimp  encased  in  a  gluti¬ 
nous  rice  wrapper. 

The  No.  4  chicken  feet 
braised  in  black  bean  sauce 
is  incredibly  delicious  and 
the  best  version  around. 
Soft  and  tender  chicken 
feet  might  look  intimidat¬ 
ing,  but  they  are  full  of 
collagen  and  easy  to  eat. 
The  three  pan-fried  chives 
dumplings  for  No.  36 


come  with  a  thicker  flour 
wrapper  filled  with  plenti¬ 
ful  shrimp  and  chives.  No. 
33,  the  stuffed  eggplant, 
is  delicious  with  ground 
shrimp  stuffed  in  three  big 
pieces  of  Asian  eggplant, 
deep  fried  and  smothered 
in  a  garlic  brown  sauce. 

All  the  choices  are  de¬ 
licious  and  the  lines  for 
dim  sum  prove  just  how 
popular  they  are.  Next 
time  you  have  a  dim  sum 
craving,  give  Bubor  Cha 
Cha  a  try.
